ment forces. We must deduce from 
this that civilians fired the shots.

dero and Suarez were actually killed 
by their own friends.

And 
so it goes on. tbe tube being used first 
for one eye. then for the other, and 
finally be has a vizard, into wtiich a 
tube for both eyes with glass in it is 
fastened. It was of no use. and the 
diary had to be discontinued. • But 
Pepys lived and saw and prospered 
for many years after he nad given up 
tubes and glasses.
